Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information 
and  consideration  my  Report  for  the  year  1952  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Urban  District. 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  serious  infectious 
disease  during  the  year  and  no  deaths  occurred  from 
notifiable  diseases.  In  contrast  to  previous  years,  no 
cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified^  only  40  cases  of 
whooping  cough  were  notified,  compared  with  208  notifi¬ 
cations  in  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  action  was  taken  under  Section  11 
of  the  Housing  Act  1936  in  respect  of  five  houses  which 
were  officially  represented  as  being  unfit  for  human 
habitation. 

Once  more  it  is  a  pleasure  to  place  on  record  my 
appreciation  of  the  courtesy  and  consideration  which  has 
invariably  been  extended  to  me  throughout  the  year.  I 
am  also  most  grateful  to  my  fellow  officials  and  to  the 
Council  staff  generally  for  their  helpful  co-operation. 
In  particular  Mr.  Bolt  -  your  Sanitary  Inspector  -  and 
Miss  J.  Hall  -  part-time  clerical  assistant  have  done 
much  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  Public  Health 
Department.

WATER  SUPPLY 


Nine  samples  of  the  public  water  supply  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  eight  were  reported  to 
be  satisfactory.  The  ninth  sample  was  not  up  to  the  usual 
high  standard  but  a  repeat  sample  taken  immediately  on  receipt 
of  this  report  was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

All  houses  in  the  district  have  a  main  water  supply 
pumped  from  the  Friar  Waddon  borehole  where  the  supply  is 
chlorinated. 

A  sample  taken  for  chemical  analysis  at  the  Friar 
Waddon  Pumping  Station  on  the  27th  February,  1952  was 
reported  upon  in  detail  in  last  year’s  Report  when  the  Analyst 
stated  that  "..........the  water  is  organically  very  pure  but 

rather  hard..  It  is  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic  use."
